The Twenty-Eight Presidents of Dem- 
ocratic Ward Clubs Ap- 
pointed to Confer With 
Gov.

The St. Louls League of Democratic clubs, 
representing every Democratic ward club} 
in the city, held a meeting Friday night 
at Eleventh street and Franklin avenue 
and expressed in unequivocal language the 
sentiment of the local Democracy upon the 
application of Hugh J. Brady for appoint- 
ment as Election Commissioner. 

It placed on record the official condemna- 
tion of Brady and Bradyism, and appointed 
as a committee to confer with Gov.

Now let the cynics rage. Miss Madge 
Malloy has settled the great sex problem. 
Friday afterndon, all unawares, she estab- 
lished the reality of “the man under the 
bed.’”’ 

Miss Madge is a chubby-faced youngster 
of 10 years, diffident before strangers and 
not at all.conscious of her sociolog'cal 
prominence. 

Madge lives with her parents at 2419 Rob- 

avenue. Their home is In Walnut Park, 
northwestern suburb beyond Calvary 
Cemetery. The little cattages are isolated 
from one another. The mounted policeman 
is only an occasional passer-by. 

Friday at 1:30 o’clock Mrs. Malloy left the 
cottage and walked across the fle'ids to 
where her husband, a carpenter, was work- 
ing on a new house. She left her eldest 
daughter, Madge, 10 years old, in charge 
of Rose, 5 years old, and the baby, a toddler 
of two years. 

The little omes were playing about in the 
front yard. She could hear their happy 
shouts as she walked across the flelds. 

Meanwhile the youngsters tired of playing 
in the sun and went at hide and seek. 
Madge was to secrete hersélf and tho little 
ones were to find her. 

She went into the bedroom and -crawled 
under the bed. 

The cottage is three rooms deep, parlor, 
bedroom and kitchen. The middle room is 
dark. as it has only one window and this 
is closed off by the back of the bed, which 
is one of the high, gld-fashioned oak affairs, 
like grandma used to sleep in. 

When Madge crawled in she noticed no 
one in the semi-darkness. Her idea was 
to wait until the little ones passed, then 


reach out and grab for them. 

Instead she was surprised to feel someone 
grab her hand. 

She pulled loose and started scrambling 
from under the bed on all fours. She saw 
to her horror the form of a man, a negro 
at that. 

He grabbed for her hair, but got only a 
few strands of yellow curls. 

Madge was quicker far than her burly 
assailant and was soon in the middle of the 
floor calling lustily for mamma. 

The negro crawled out, but made no fur- 
ther attempt to molest her. He went as he 
had come in, through the kitchen door, and 
cut across the flelds tcwards Baden. 

Madge sent her little si-ter Rose to notify 
her mother, while she remained in the house 
alone to watch the baby. 

When Mrs. Malloy was told there was a 
man at the house, she thought it was only 
a tramp looking for food. ¥Findine Madge 
in tears_and learming of her experience, she 
saw that things wore a different aspect. 

She locked the children in the house and 
hurried back to her husband. He called 
his fellow workmen together and they put 
away their tools and started in pursuit of 
the negro. All the idle men about the park 
were pressed into service. In half an hour 
a hundred men were searching the country 
side.. The search was prosecuted as far 
out as Jennings and into Benton, but no 
trace of the fugitive was discovered. 

Madge described the negro as tall and 
slim, dressed in rageerd trousers, tattered 
shoes and a weather-beaten slouch hat. 

One of the boys of the neighborhood saw 
the negro jumping a fence on the way into 
Baden. Hie answered the description of 
Madee’s assailant. 

The mounted police have his description 
and are making efforts to locate him. 

Mrs. Malloy th'nks that the fellow was 
a tramp who came to the back door look- 
ing for food. Finding the house deserted, 
he walked in, but, before he could secure 
any thing. the entrance of the children 
persed tim to secrete himself under the 
bed. 


Little Madge is shy about discussing her 
experience, ‘I didn't see him when I 
crowded in,’’ she said. ‘lt was just going 
to grab Rose when he grabbed me.

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JUDGE PEABODY 
10 BE MURDERED, 


His Friends Claim to Have 
Information of a Foul 
Conspiracy. 


THWARTED ON AN EXCURSION, 


THE LITTLE JUDGE SAVED BY 
STICKING CLOSE TO HIS 
EKNOWN FRIENDS. 


HIS SON HAD A CLOSE CALL. 


While Frank Peabody Kept an Eye on 
Jeff Storts a Desperate Char- 
acter Quietly Kept tho 
Drop on Him. 


Friends of Judge Thomas W. Peabody 
have in the last few days claimed to have 
information of a conspiracy to assassinate 
him at the first favorable opportunity. 

Judge Peabody is said to be aware of the 
contemplated attempt on his life and goes 
constantly prepared to meet it. 

The policy pursued by the littl Judge 
towards a certain class of criminals has | 
made him many enemies, several of whom 
have openly expressed their intention of 
wreaking vengeance on him. It is from an 
emissary of this element that the danger ts 
said to threaten Peabody. 

Dr. Rader, Coroner Walt's clerk, says he 
was informed of the alleged plot against 
Judge Peabody's life a few days ago, while 
in conversation with a number of politicians. 

One of the politicians, whose name Dr, 


Rader refused to divulge, startled the greup 
by announcing that he had rece!ved posi- 
tive information that an attempt would be 
made to murder the Police Justice at the 
first opportunity. 

“He told us,” sald Dr, Rader, “that the 
plot had been revealed to him by a member - 
of the class of criminals who are so bitter 
against Peabody. 

“The opportunity sought for was thought 
to have arrived on the occasion of the re- 
cent excursion on the river attended by 
Judge Peabody—the Press Club excursion, 
I think it was. Had the boat landed either 
up or down the river, or had Peabody be- 
come separated from the crowd, even on 
the Levee here. the chances are, my in- 
formant said, that he would have been 
slain.”* 

Dr. Rader’s statement, which was made to 
a group in the Coroner's office, refreshed 
the memory of one of his listeners, who re- 
lated an incident of the trial of Matt Kelly 
in the police court a week ago. It was 
during this time that Judge Peabody was 
so perturbed over Jeff Storts’ threatening 
remarks that he carried a revolver to the 
bench with him. 

“T remember during this trial,”’ said the 
interested listener, “that Frank Peabody, 
the Judge’s son, occupied a position direct- 
ly behind Jeff Storts, and it was an open 
secret among the court officials that he was 
there by his fathers’ orders, with iInstruc- 
tions to shoot Storts the instant he made se 
threatening movement. The enemies of the 
Judge were fully aware of this, although 
they did not let their knowledge become 
known. They had a ‘nervy’ man planted 
within easy reach of young Peabody, with 
instructions to fget him good’ before he 
could pull trigger on Storts. 

Dr. Rader positively refused to divulge 
the name of his informant, as the story 
was told him on that condition. He said, 
however, that neither of the Storts brothers 
was implicated tn the conspiracy, so far as 
his informant had been able to learn. 

“T have heard these threats from time to 
t:me,” said the little Police Justice, “and 
have rece'ved a number of anonymous 
threatening letters. couched in the most vi- 
c'ous language, at various times during the 
past two weeks. I have a suspicion of the 
identity of the sender of these missives, 
or at least of the identity of the individuals 
respons ble for them, but for the present I 
prefer to keep my suspicions to myself. All 
my friends are aware of the identity of the 
men, and a close watch is being kept of 
thelr movements.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—Gossip has it that the 
number 13 has shown itself frequently in the 
Luetgert murder trial; and although he will 
not admit it, Luetgert is said to fear the al- 
leged unlucky influence. Luetgert, it is said, 
was born on the 18th day of the month, 
and originally spelled his name Adolph 
Luetgert, thirteen letters. The most impor- 
tant bit of evidence, the finding of the gold 
rings, occurred thirteen days after the al- 
leged murder took place. The State’s At- 
torney, his assistant and three of the prose- 
cutions best witnesses have thirteen letters 
in their names, and the cabalistic number 


has bobbed up serenely in several other in- 
stances. 

State Attorney Deenan to-day began 
preparations for the presentation of the 
evidence in the case to the jury next week.

Luetgert in the briefest possible manner 
consistent with a clear statement of the 
facts which the prosecut‘ton expects to 
prove. The defense will probabiy reserve 
its statement until the case of the prosecu- 
tion is in.

NEW OFFICIALS INSTALLED. 


Government Asked to Discriminate in 
Favor of Old Soldiers in Giv- 
ing Employment. 


BUFFALC, N. Y., Aug. 28.—Among other 
business transacted in the executive session 
of the Grand Army of the Republic en- 
campment yesterday was the following: 

A resolution was adopted urging the Gov- 
ernment to enforce the law relative to the 
employment in Government work of s0l- 
diers who were wourded during the war and 
recommending all citizens who have occa- 
sion to give employment to discriminate 
wherever possible in favor of such veterans. 

The committee reported in favor of urging 
Congress to pass a bill setting apart 640 
acres of timber land in the Indian Territory 
for the use of the inmates of the Soldiers’ 
Home of Oklahoma. The report was 
adopted. 

The communication from the Lincoln 
Monument Association of California, rec- 
ommending that a monumert to Lincoln be 
erected In every city in the land. was in- 
dorsed, and the National Monument Asso- 
ciation will be asked to take favorable ac- 
tion. 

The committee reported favorably on the 
request of prominent Southern men, includ- 
ing the Governor of South Carolina, that the 
encampment urge the passage of the bill 
in Congress appropriating money to build 
a sanitarium on the site of Castle Pinckney 
in Charleston Harbor, as a memorial to 
Maj. Anderson of Fort Sumter fame. The 
encampment indorsed the report. 

A resolution was adopted thanking the 
Common Counc!! and the Young Men's 
Business Association of Richmond for the 
invitation to the encampment to vigit that 
e'ty in 1898 and recommending that the 
next encampment take favorable action. 

Resolut ons indorsing the acts of the out- 
going administration, the introduction of. 
military instruction ‘n the public schools, 
and urge'ng the reduct'or of expenses in the 
encampment were adopted. 

An invitation was read from the Mayor 
and Common Council of Toronto, asking ' 
the encampment tuo v'sit that city. The 
Commander-in-Chief was instructed to tel- 
egraph the thanks of the encampment and 
its regret at finding it imposs ble to ac- 
cept the invitation. 

The new officers were installed by Gen.

PAYMENT PROMPTLY STOPPED. 


THE NAME OF MBS. F. A. MOORE 
OF PORTLAND PLACE USED 
TO COMPLETE THE FORGERY. 


DETECTIVES WAIT AT THE BANK. 


But for Mr. Gray’s Shrewd Scrutiny 
of the Check the Criminal Would 
Have Been Entirely 
Successful. 


By forging the name of Mrs. F. A. Moore 
of 29 Portland place, a smooth swin- 
dler aucceeded in passing a check for $175 
on the R. B. Gray China Co., 8123 North 
Broadway. 

Two of Chief Desmond’s sleuths passed 
Saturday at the St. Louts National Bank 
in a vain endeavor to detect the man who 
worked the swindle. 

The game was a smooth one, and one that 
would succeed anywhere and with anybody. 

At noon Friday a telephone message to 
he R. B. Gray China Co., presumably from 
L. B. Tebbetts, vice-president of the Man- 
sur & Tebbetts Co., Twelfth and Walnut 


streets, Instructed the bookkeeper to make 
out Mr. Tebbetts’ bill. This was nothing 
unusual, and it was done. A young man 
called and got it. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon, after bank- 
ing hours, and while Mr. Gray was at din- 
ner, the same young:-man returned to the 
Broadway store. He went back to the of- 
fice. He had the bill and a check pinned 
together. The check purported to have 
been drawn by Kennedy Bros., a grocery 
firm at Holden, Mo., on the First National 
Bank at that place. The check was in favor 
of Mrs. T. A. Moore, Mr. Tebbetis’ daugh- 
ter, and “‘Mrs. T. A. Moore’ was indorsed 
regularly across the back of it.” 

The check wae for $119 in excess of the 
account Mr. Tebbetts owed, and after re- 
ceipting the bill as paid the bookkeeper 
drew a check on the St. Louls National 
Bank, payable to L. B. Tebbetts or bearer 
for $119 and gave it to the young man, 

When Mr. Gray returned to the store 
and saw the check the visitor had left he 
was struck by the fact that Mrs. Moore’s 
ndorsement was written in such a 
handwriting as might be expected from a 
fachionable woman and he decided to in- 
vestigate. 

Ilirs: he called up Mr. Tebbetts over the 

telephone. Mr. Tebbetts had not sent the 
eneck to Gray's had not paid hie bill and 
knew nothing of the occurrence. The check 
had been g.ven after banking hours, so 
A) Gray hurried around to the bank, 
he gave orders to stop the payment, 
he took the check up to Mr. Teb- 
office. As soon as he saw it Mr. 
Tebbetts said Mrs. Moore's indorsement 
was a forgery. A telegram from Kennelly 
Bros. at Hoiden said they had drawn no 
Buch check. 
_Then Mr. Gray stepped around to the Four 
Courts and told his story to Chief Des- 
mond, who put two of hie men to work 
on the case. 

When the check was shown to Mrs. 
Moore, at the home of her father. 29 Port- 
land Place, she at once said it was a for- 
gery. She wrote her name on a piece of 
vaper, and the two signatures were as un- 
ike as possible. Mrs. Moore writes an an- 
gular, fashionable hand. The indorsement 
on the Holden check was a mere scrawl. 

3ut Mrs. Moore furn'shed a clew. She 
said that Friday morning she was called 
up at her home over the telephone. The 
message purported to come from the post- 
office. The man at the ‘phone told her 
there was a package at the postoffice for 
Mrs. Moore, the tnitials were faint 
could not make them out, but the address 
was 29 Portiand Place. He asked her in}- 
tials, and Mrs. Moore thoughtlessly told 
him. She is of the opinion that this is the 
man who forged the check. 

“I can’t understand,” said Mr. Gray toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Saturday,‘‘how the 
man discovered Mr. Tebbetts had an ac- 
count with us.

A 
home crook would not have telephoned 
Mrs. Moore for her initials.

“IT have given the detectives a good de- 
scription of the man, and they are watch- 
ing the bank. If the fellow brings tn our 
check he will be arrested. f he has dis- 
posed of it, whoever has !t will have to 
give an account of it. In elther case, it 
will not be paid at the bank, and we lose 
nothing.”’ 

The St. Louts National Bank closes at 
noon on Saturdays. Up to the closing hour 
Mr. Gray’s check for $119 had not turned 
up, and the detectives had their wait for 
nothing. It is expected to come to Hght 
through the clearing-house,

GOOD COLLECTION TAKEN UP. 


It Was Sorely Needed, Too, as Much 
Privation Is Reported Among 
the Striking Miners. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Aug. 2.—To-day its 
Labor Day in Wheeling, and it is being made 
in reality a demonstration in favor of the 
striking coal miners.

The Big Prices Bringing Large Returns 
to the Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, D. SL. Aug. 2%.—The 
wheat crop of the country for 1897 is es- 
timated at 430,000,000 to 6520,000.000 bushels. 
With wheat selling at $1 per bushel the 
value of the crop is from $430,000,000 to 
$520,000 ,000. The total amount of last 
year’s crop was 427.684,346 bushels, and its 
total value was $310,002.539, so that even 
estimating the wheat crop of 1897 at the 
lowest figure given by any of those per- 


sons acquainted with crop conditions, the 
farmers of the United States will have $1.- 
000,000 more revenue from their wheat crop 
this year than they did last year. 

The Government's last estimate of this 
year’s corn crop was 1,973.211,000 bushele. 
The corn crop of last year amounted in 
bushels to 2,283.875.165, and its value was 
$491, 606, 967. The falling off in the corn 
crop this year !s due to destructive weather 
in the great corn-growing States, But. while 
the crop ts smaller than last year’s, ita 
value will be much greater, owing to the 
increased prices. With corn at Sic, the 
total estimated value of the crop for this 
year will be over $700.000000, an estimated 
gain of about $220,000.00 over last year’s 
yield. This, added to the $120.000.000, which 
is the lowest estimate of the gain to the 
farmers from the increased price of wheat, 
will give them an increased revenue from 
wheat and corn alone of $340,000,000. 

Missour! produced last year  16,504.473 
bushels of wheat, the value of which was 
$11,616,131. Reports from Missour! ind'!- 
cate an Increased crop this year. But even 
if it were no greater than last year, the 
Missour! farmers would still have a gain of 
nearly $5,000,000 over last year on this cereal 
alone. 

Kansas’ wheat crop last year was 30.7%..- 
52 bushels, and Illino's’ 28,668,146 buehels. 
With wheat at $1 the revenue of the farm- 
ers of these States will be at least one-third 
more than last year. 

The total crop of 1897 is a little more 
than 530,000,000 bushels greater than the crop 
of 1890, when September futures reached 
$1.10%%,. while it is 161,000.00) bushels less 
than the crop of 1891, when September 
futures sold for $1.15 during August, and 
cash wheat sold at $1.5% delivered.

BRITISH TROUBLES. 


News from Indla is of the greatest im- 
port. Yesterday's Post-Dispatch advices 
from Peshowar reported the fall of Fort 
Kundi-Kotal, the last stronghold of the 
British in Khyher Pass. Forts Ali Mus- 
gid and Maude had previously fallen. The 
pass is now wholly in the hands of the 
Afridis. 

While the active insurrection seems to 
be confined to the mountain tribes of Af- 
ghanistan, signs of revolt are manifest in 
other tribes. Native soldiers are :.id to 
be deserting to the enemy and there is a 
foreboding restiessness among the masses 
of the British subjects in India, millions 
of whom are driven to desperation by 
famine. | 3 

The report that the Sultan's mission- 
aries are stirring up the revolt by appeals 
to religious fanaticism does not tend to 
allay the anxiety of British statesmen. 
Russia would welcome a blow at British 
power and prestige in Asia. 

That the British authorities were not 
forewarned in time to be prepared for the 
revolt ls evident from the successes of the 
Afridis in Khyher Pass. Every victory 
for the Insurgents increases the danger 
and the task of the British. They must 
regain their hold and establish the pres- 
tige of British power and arms at any 
sacrifice. 

In the north of Africa the British are 
trying to recover the ground lost to the 
Mahdis, and in the south President Kru- 
ger, shrewdly taking advantage of the 
situation, is sounding a note of defiance 
by denying British suzerainty. 

Great reverses to British arms tn India 
would be calamitous and would necessi- 
tate tremendous drafts on the blood and 
treasure of the British people. But these 
@re the costly possibilities of a policy of 
territorial aggrandizement.

PECULIAR TAX DECISION. 

A Federal Judge in Tennessee has ren- 
dered a decision that will tend to under- 
mine the popular belief that “nothing ts 
certain but death and taxes.” If the 
Judge's ruling stands, taxes will not be 
at all certain, at least in Tennessee. The 
payment of private debts will be more 
certain. 

All liens on property, according to 
Bederal Judge Clark, have priority in 
Tennessee over tax liens. So the Eastern 
mortgage companics and other creditors 
can go ahead and collect their debt, leav- 
ing the State to whistle in vain for back 
taxes cue it. 

If this decision becomes a precedent for 
other States, it will be a serious blow at 
State autonomy. A State without power 
to collect money might as well go out of 
business. 

Tennessee seems to have brought this 
wondition upon herself, the decision of 
the Federal Judge being in line with a 
recent decision of the State Court of Ap- 
peals.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—The artistic sensa- 
tion of the hour in Paris is the purchase for 
the Luxembourg of a picture by a negro. 
The artist's name is Henry O, Tanner of 
Philadelphia. Two or three times before the 
French Government has honored American 
artists by placing their works in the na- 
tional art gallery, but never in the history 
of that Institution has a pioture by a negro 
been placed upon its walls. 

The painting is called “The Raising of 
Lazarus,” and it was shown in the Salon 
this year. Tanner, in the opinion of eminent 
critics, is a genius, and will undoubtedly 
achieve great fame.

THE FRENCH WILL JUBILATE. 


Public Holiday in Honor of Faure’s 
Treatment in Russia. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—The French Government 
proclaimed next Tuesday a public holiday. It 
lg expected that an imposing military dis- 
play will be made to welcome Presiden: 
Faure on his return from Russia. The 
French squadron will stop for ten hours at 
Copenhagen, which will enable President 
Faure to visit King Oscar. After presiding 
at a cabinet counci! on his return, the Presi- 
dent will retire to Havre, where he will pass 
a short quiet holiday. 

The Government has decided that all the 
public buildings of this city and all the 
Government offices are to be decorated with 
flags by Tuesday next in honor of the re- 
turn from Russia of President Faure. 

The newspapers continue printing exul- 
tant articles on the generally accepted an- 
nouncement of the alliance between France 
and Russia. 

The Temps says that the return of the 
President to Paris will be in the nature of a 
triumphant entry into the capital. 

The Patrie urges that the occasion of the 
President's return be celebrated by public 
illuminations from this city to the poorest 
hamlet in France. 

The Jour also asks that great public re- 
joicings be organized to celebrate the return 
of President Faure from Russia. 


SLOT MACHINES ILLEGAL. 


Their Operation Has Been Prohibited 
at St. Joseph, Mo, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo. Aug. 28.—The second 
attempt of slot machine manufacturers and 
agents to place their machines in +the sa- 
loons and drug stores has failed. Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Norris has demonstrated to 
them that the slot machines are gambling 


devices, and that they cannot be operated 
except in violation of the law. 

A case was recently decided in Springfield 
in which it was held that to allow a slot 
machine to be operated was not a felony. 
On the strength of that decision Michael 
Hilgert, a saloonkeeper who is the agent of 
the slot machines formerly in use here, at- 
tempted to replace them in all the saloons 
and drug stores. He placed one on the 
bar of his own saloon, as an example for 
the others to follow, and was prompily ar- 
rested. He will not be tried until the next 
term of the Criminal Court, in November, 
but the slot machine has been removed. 

St. Joseph had a great many slot machines 
before Prosecuting Attorney Norris made a 
raid on them a few months ago. He ar- 
rested half a dozen saloonkeepers, and they 
were fined in the Criminal Court, but the 
fines were remitted when an agreement was 
made that al! the machines should be taken 
out. Since then there has not been a slot 
machine in use in the city, until Hilgert at- 
tempted to introduce them again. Before 
the raid was made, one company had eight 
hundred machines rented to the saloonkeep- 
ers and drug stores. Hilgert Is the agent 
of the company, and as such will make a 
test case of hi8 recent arrest, carrying it 
to the Supreme Court.

There are some, however, 

who think that such a j|colony would prove 

a boon to the expatriated Jews of Russia, 


A PACIFIC POMPEII. 


Lucon Island Being Destroyed by the 
Mayon Volcano. 


TACOMA, Wash., Aug) 28.—Latest reports 
from Lucon Island report about 900 deaths 
from the eruption of Mayon volcano, which 
has been active for some weeks. 

Lucon is one of the Phillipines, and was 
a prosperous little island until the big vol- 
cano broke loose. The town of Lifong, 
with 115 inhabitants, has been completely 
covered up by ashes and lava, only one 
church spre being visible. The towns of 
San Antonio, M.sericordia, and San Roque 
were also destroyed, with several hundred 
of their inhabitants. At! Tobaco a fissure 
swallowed up a dozen hauses and their In- 
habitants. The eruption|can be seen for 
hundreds of miles In evary direction, some 
of the flying ashes falling fifty miles off.

A THIRTY-FOOT DROP. 


Several People Hurt at Dade County 


Coal Mines in Georgia. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 27.—An en- 
gine on the narrow-gauge railroad of the 
Dade Coal and Mine Co. of Dade County, 
Georgia, jumped the track while on a trestle 
near the top of Sand Mountain, and, falling 
a distance of thirty feet off the trestle, 
rolled almost to the bottom of the mount- 
ain, and was completely destroyed.

QUEER PLANTS TO BE SEEN. 


A VINE THAT LOOKS LIKE A PIPE 
AND SMELIS FAR 
WORSE. 


BED OF FOUR-LEAF CLOVER. 


Strychnine Trees, Lilies With Leaves 
Five Feet Across, a Miniature 
Cotton Plantation and Other 
Wonders of Dame Nature. 


Shaw’s Garden, since its creation one of 
the most beautiful spots in America, wae

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is great division of sentiment on this point. | 
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never so charming as it now ts. 

More than passing interest is taken fn the 
garden now because of the near approach 
of “Open Sunday.” By the regulations made 
by Henry Shaw when he gave the garden 
to St. Louis, it is closed on all Sundays 
except the first in June and the first in 
September. 

On these open Sundays tens of thousands 
of people who appreciate horticulture and 
love flowers, but are deterred from visiting 
the garden on week days, go through it. 

These Sundays are events in the manage- 
ment of the great garden that are always 
anticipated and the place made to assume 
its best garb. 

James Gurney, the superintendent, is per- 
ticularly proud of his charge now. Even 
before entering the garden one notices an 
improvement since the last open Sunday. 
Thentherewasan unsightly cinder walk the 
length of the garden on the Tower Grove 
avenue side. Now there is a neat granitoid 
pavement the entire length. On the outer 


edge of the LP ag a strip ten feet wide 
has been sodded the entire length and it 
is as pretty and well kept as are the law 
within the Inclosure. A row of hardw 
maples have been planted itn this grass plot 
one out of several hundred not one has 
ed. 

Visitors will be greatly interested in the 
magnificent collection of aquatic plants. 
Last year the severe hail storms and the 
more dreadful tornado played havoc with 
these plants. The season this yoor has 
been remarkably favorable, and the display 
was never 80 co lete. orning visitors 
will find the water plants at their best. 
Then the Liles are all open and emit a 
delicious perfume. But the hot sun causes 
them to close, and though the follage is 
pretty, much of the splendor is gone. 

The bright particular etar of the water 
flowers is the Victoria Regia, the largest 
species of water lily known. it ts a native 
of the Amazon, and its culture in this lati- 
tude requires great care, It must be planted 
in water that is kept at a summer tem- 
perature by steam. é leaves of the Vic- 
torla Regia are something gtupendous. The 
one in the pool at the south door of the 
Linnean now has five monster leaves 
Though they have not attained their full 

rowth, they are five feet across. They 
ay on the water, and are so buoyant that 
each leaf will sustain more than unds 
weight. The flower of this queen water 
plants is a pure white, with a yellow cen- 
ter. It is fragrant. 

Other beautiful water plants are water 
hyacinths, gy oe Goryon plants, the 
paper plant of the Nile, and water lilies of 
all kinds, 

On the borders of the pool at the south- 
east corner of the Linnean is an immense 

of four-leafed clover. One does not 
have to get one’s feet wet to reach thie 
and no sign is near warning one to keep off 
the grass. 
The group of ornamental grasses near by 
will also attract much attention. 

The cotton crop at Shaw's Garden is at 
an interesting stage. To be sure it is not 
the intention of Mr. Gurney to glut the cot- 
ton market, but he is proud of the pros- 
pects for a big crop. The cotton ws in 
the south end of the ground near the Shaw 
mausolem. There are three variet'es 

rown—Egyptian, Sea Island and red fiber. 

ome of he plants are now in bloom, while 
on others the bolls are forming rapidly. 

Close by is another inporesting. plant. It 
is the telegraph plant of India. his should 
be seen before o'clock to notice the pe- 
cullarities. It is a shrub about three feet 
high. It has no flower. It is bunchy and 
the follage is dense. The leaves are long 
and slender. No matter whether there isa 
breath of air stirring the leaves rise and 
fall constantly. It produces a faint sound 
not unlike the click of a telegraph instru- 
ment. The power appears to come from 
within, and the vibrations are controlled by 
some unseen force, *The plant goes to sleep 
after 2 o’clock in the afternoon and loses 
much of its interest, 

The west wall of the garden, separating 
it from the arboretum, is for a distance 
of more than two hundred feet covered 
with Turkish fi trees. The trees are 
heavily laden with fruit. The fig tree does 
not thrive in this climate, and in the fall 
the trees are bent to the ground and cov- 
ered with etraw and dead leaves, 

Another interesting display on the west 
side of the garden that visitors should not 
fail to see ia the magnificent collection of 
economic and biblical plants. The eco- 
nomic mw embrace many of the trees 
from which drugs and medicines are made. 
The varicus spice trees also come under this 
head. The strychnine tree is a-harmiess 
looking affair, but two of its leaves, if 
taken in the mouth and chewed would kill 
the most robust man. 

One of the most interesting vines that 
can be seen is the “Dutchman's Pipe.” 
This grows over a eummer house about fif- 
ty feet north of the main entrance. The 
foliage is pretty. The bud, just before it 
bursts into bloom, looks like a pipe. The 
odor is mye terrible, far worse than 
that from any pipe that ever belonged to 
any Dutchman, 

There is the usual display of roses, gera- 
niums, palms, cacti—of which the century 

lant is the chief—and all other flowers. The 

wns are pretty and green, and smooth as 
oe The trees and shrubs are all trim- 
me and pruned and no barren «pots are visi-

The beds of flowers have all been laid 
out on new tines. They are not stiff and 
formal as they were formerly. Neither Is 
there any attempt at “freak” gardening. 
There are no beds formed like enakes, ¢le- 
phants or clocks. Mr. Garney says nature 
never made such things and nothing can 
improve on nature, The *s are made to 
conform with the shape of the garden. Har- 
mony of color has been studied and 
achieved in the coustruction of each bed.
